ALMOST RESULTED IN BLOODSHED. 


Closing Scenes in the South Carolina Dem- 
ocratic Convention Exciting. 

Cor emma, 8. C., May 19.—The annual 
State convention adjourned sine die at 3 
o’clock this morning. The last two hours of 
the convention witnessed scenes so exciting as 
to beggar description. Several times it looked 
as if blood must be shed. 

It was near the adjournment when Col. 
John C. Haskeil, speaking on the resolutions 
indorsing the State administration, took oc- 
casion to criticise the doings of the govern- 
ment in the strongest terms. 

Col. Haskell had scarcely taken his seat 
when John Gary Evans, a youthful politician 
who has become used to some promiuence in 
the Tillman government, proceeded to make 
a fierce attack upon him, calling him a polit- 
ical ass in a Jion’s skin, and that he as a 

triot who was a corporation attorney while 

the Legislature. 

Col. Haskell interrupted him several times 
saying his assertions were not true, and Mr. 
Evans retorted that he would prove them or 
slap his face. Mr. Evans went on to charge 
that Col. Haskell’s empty sleeve had often 
shielded him from danger. ’ 

Col. Haskell in replying said that he did not 
know whether to characterize Mr. Evans as 
an ass in a puppy’s skin or asa real pu N.

HISTORY OF BACH’S PASSION MUSIC. 


How the St. Matthew Composition Was First 
Given to the World, 

Of the history of the St. Matthew “ Passion 
Music but little is known. In 1723 Bach was 
called to the St. Thomas Church in Leipzig 
to succeed Kuhnau as cantor, and it was for 
services in this church that four of his five 
„% Passions’’ were composed. When Bach 
died the Passions’ as well as the master’s 
other works were divided between his sons 
Emanuel and Friedemann. The latter was a 
wild, dissolute fellow and the manuscripts of 
the two “ Passions” he received were soon 
sold or lost and have never been 
found. Emanuel cherished his precious 
heritage, however, and the St. John and 
St. Matthew settings are both in existence, as 
is also the St. Luke, whose composition dates 
probably from the earlier period of Bach's 
residence in Weimar. The autograph score 
of the St. Matthew “ Passion” contains no 
date, but the printed text # accompanied by 
a note to the effect that it “was written for 
music for the Church of St. Thomas,” and 
the date of first performance has been fixed 
beyond all reasonable doubt as Good . Friday 
afternoon, April 15, 1729.

And it is remarked that not one barrel of ap- 
ples in thousands comes from trees that have 
been spraye l. Hence the absurdity of the 
scare is apparent. ve

billion dollars. On the supposition that a new 
policy of insurance was taken out each year 
this would give 12 billions as the average of 
outstanding risks at any one time, or about 18 
per cent of the 65 billhons which is estimated 
as the value of real and personal property at 
the close of the decade. It may be objected 
that this is a high figure, as many fire insur- 
ance policies are issued for terms of three or 
even five years, while some property is not in- 
sured at all. But against this view of the 
case may be placed the fact that a great deal 
of property is insured more than once in the 
course of the year, vessels being insured for a 
short term after the close of the regular sea- 
son of lake navigation, and metehandise being 
covered by different policies when it changes 
location as well as ownership The 
amount of protection named is stated 
to have cost insurers 1,156 millions, of 
a trifle les than 1 per cent Of 
this the companies returned 56 per cent in 
payment of losses and retained 44 per cent to 
pay expenses and profite and compensation 
for taking the risk of a greater loss. The sta- 
tistics of fire business alone for the ten years 
foot up nearly 99 billions of ‘risks written and 
renewed, or an average of nearly 10 billions 
per year. The premiums received by thecom- 
panies averaged almost precisely 1 per cent, 
and the amount of loss paid ‘on each $100 re- 
ceived was $54.85.

Mannatran, Kas., May 19.—John A. Ander- 
son, for twelve years the Representative of the 
First Kansas District in Congress, died yester- 
day at Liverpool, Eng.

‘One New One Near New Orleans and Rice 


Plantations Are Being Sabmerged. 

New Osueaxs, La, May 19.—[Special.]— 
Good weather has temporarily disarmed the 
river of some of its terror, but there is little 
change in the outlook, The Anchor crevasse 
has widened to 275 feet and the Mississippi 
Valley road is hesitating in its attempt to 
close the break. The current is so strong 
that the crevasse cannot be reached from the 
outside and the undergrowth is so thick that 
it cannot be approached from the rear. The 
road officials say that if the United States will 
place protection mattresses to hold the ends 
of the break the company will have ‘some 
chance to come near the piace, but Engineer 
Mills has not yet decided to furnish the mat- 
tresses asked for. 

The Happy Point crevasse has been closed. 
The crevasse at Hariem, at the New Orleans 
and Southern road, is getting worse. Since 
the storm carried. away the cribbing the men 
have been unable to build a new line, as the 
river is cunstantly deepening and widening 
the channel through the sandy batture. If 
the crevasse is not closed by morning the 
batture will be gone and the river ‘right 
against the levee and the break, and further 
effort at protection will be in vain. In that 
case it will bea 1 crevasse and 8

Davis, thirty-eight miles below the city.

The Committee on Ways and Means is com- 
posed of thirteen men, who are well known 
and representative citizens of Chicago. No 
one acquainted with the character of these 
men and their methods of doing business 
would think that they were not honorable in 
every transaction. But the secret methods of 
conducting World’s Fair business practiced 
by the committee has led unthinking outsiders 
to darkly hint that all was not right. Their 
criticism may be due to the fact that bias for 
any particular concession are not publicly ad- 
vertised for, as is the case in the Coastruction 
Department. 5 
The Committee on Ways and Means. has 
already made contracts for nine concessions, 
each paying a percentage to the Exposition 
company of 25 per cent and upwards on the 
gross receipts. But intending bidders are left 
in the dark as to when the subject matter of 
any particular concession will be considered. 


The committee doesn’t advertise, and the
